The stores’ owner, Janae Kingston 
of Layton, filed suit against Utah 
County two weeks ago, saying the 
films are not obscene and were ille- 
gally seized. 

The new ACLU action says if the 
list of customers becomes public, the 
renters. may be “subject to harassment 
or ridicule by ... the public at large.”

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Clinton rewards party patrons

WASHINGTON — They lavished $100,000 gifts 
and loans on President Clinton to help stage his first 
inaugural bash. Then many of these wealthy bene- 
factors reaped their rewards, from White House 
dinners to government appointments. 

The first complete accounting of the major donors 
and lenders to the 1993 inauguration, released by 
the White House at the request of The Associated 
Press, shows the names of: 

¢ Invitees to White House state dinners, including 
the wife of agriculture businessman and mega-polit- 
ical giver Dwayne Andreas. D. Inez Andreas and 
her husband, the chairman of Archer-Daniels- 
Midland, were invited to the state dinner for 
Russian President Boris Yeltsin. 

e James Riady and John Huang, executives of 
Indonesia’s Lippo banking conglomerate who 
earned private Oval Office audiences with the presi- 
dent. Riady and Huang, who have emerged as cen- 
tral figures in the Asian donation controversy, were 
listed as giving a joint donation of $100,000. Huang 
later got jobs at the Commerce Department and 
Democratic Party. 

¢ An oil company that recently settled a long-run- 
ning price-fixing case with the Clinton administra- 
tion. 

¢ Insurance giants, which on the eve of the presi- 


dent’s last inauguration were anxiously awaiting the 
details of his ill-fated overhaul of the health care 
system. 

Critics say the mammoth fund-raising efforts for 
presidential inaugurations afford special interests 
another avenue to make large donations and be 
rewarded with access to the country’s leaders. 

“The inaugural has sort of become a metaphor for 
the whole political process and how money has dis- 
torted it,” says Charles Lewis, executive director of 
the Center for Public Integrity, a Washington-based 
government watchdog. 

“We basically have a situation with two classes 
here: a sort of political and economic class, inter- 
mingling with each other at their megabucks-level 
inaugural galas, and the average citizens, who at 
best get to watch the inaugural from hundreds of 
yards away,” he said. 

In all, the organizers of Clinton’s last inauguration 
collected more than $2.5 million in donations and 
an additional $17 million in interest-free loans as 
seed money for the January 1993 celebration, the 
documents show. 

Major givers were rewarded with hard-to-get tick- 
ets to inaugural events. 

The loans were later paid back with proceeds from 
memorabilia sales and television revenues. Outright 
donations offered an added bonus: They were tax 
deductible because they went to a non-profit foun- 


Ex-employees 
worried about 
plant safety

SALT LAKE CITY — A second 
former worker at the Army’s chemi- 
cal arms incinerator 50 miles south- 
west of Salt Lake City is raising ques- 
tions about the safety of the plant. 

Army and civilian experts are inves- 
tigating the new round of safety 
issues raised by a former member of 
the management of EG&G Defense 
Materials Inc., the contractor that runs 
the incinerator at the Army’s Deseret 
Chemical Depot. 

The first set of allegations, which 
were made by whistle-blower Steve 
Jones, resulted in several investiga- 
tions. Jones’ complaints were cited by 
environmentalists in a federal suit 
against the plant and during an 
administrative law hearing on Jones’ 
allegation that he was unfairly fired as 
the plant’s safety manager. 

But Jones’ concerns did not stop the 
plant. U.S. District Judge Tena

Lili and Jeremy Stephenson were just one couple among 
the throngs of newlyweds at BYU looking for housing this 
semester. 

Their search began when the marriage date was still 
being debated. 

“T started talking to a friend about this apartment in 
January,” Lili said. The Stephensons talked to the manage- 
ment and were assured of the apartment. 

One month away from the wedding, the couple was told 
the apartment building had new owners who wanted to let 
their children live in the apartment. The Stephensons 
talked to the managers, but it looked like their apartment 
search would continue. 

BYU Public Communications reports that 25.7 percent of 
the student body is married. The only on-campus housing 
for couples and students with children is Wymount 
Terrace, which has 898 apartments. 

The Stephensons offered some advice for couples look- 
ing for housing. 

“You have to know people,” Lili said. Some apartment 
complexes, like the one the Stephensons live in, take ten- 
ants only by referrals from current residents. 

“Took as early as possible, and try to secure something 
as soon as possible,” Jeremy said. 

“Finding an apartment — good luck! I wouldn’t wish it 
on my worst enemy,” Lili said. 


David Hunt, director of BYU Housing Services, ‘said 
housing in Wymount Terrace is referred to as family hous- 
ing, not married housing, because single-parent families 
live there, too. 

Families can expect to wait anywhere from eight to 18 
months for an apartment in Wymount Terrace, Hunt ‘said. 
The average wait is one year. f 

A second on-campus family residence will be operating 
mid-year of 1998, Hunt said. Wyview Trailer Park started 
construction this year and recently began working on the 
second of three sections of the park. ; 

The complex will have 426 apartments, said Lamon 
Oviatt, associate director of Housing Services. : 

Wyview Park will have two- and three-bedroom apart- 
ments, similar to Wymount Terrace, Oviatt said. The; new 
complex, however, will have air-conditioning. 

Finding affordable housing is also a problem for studénts 
at the University of Utah, said Angela Vincent, an assign- 
ment secretary of Family Housing at the U of U. Ge g 

“Finding housing is frustrating because it’s expensive. 
Students’ budgets don’t lend to the high rent,” she said. 

The U of U has two on-campus family housing complex- 
es, the University Village and the Medical Plaza. Vincent 
said students usually wait from six months to a year for a 
campus apartment. 

An apartment manager of married housing in Provo said 
a two-bedroom apartment here will cost aboutdifi85 a 
month plus utilities. She said rent.is high because. Virried 
tenants don’t take good care of their apartments. + we 


Toys may not be safe for all ages, groups caution.

WASHINGTON — When Lucinda Sikes shops 
for holiday toys for her two young children, she 
tries to pull them apart, checks the labels for small 
parts and peruses the age guidelines. 

“T really check all the toys to make sure that they’re 
safe,” said Sikes, the mother of 2-year-old Kirby and 
3-month-old Camden. 

A consumer advocacy group says all parents should 
follow the same strategy to keep their children safe. 

“We encourage parents and other care givers to be 
careful when purchasing toys,” said Janice Shields, 
author of a study on dangerous toys that the U.S. 
Public Interest Research Group released Tuesday. 

The annual report highlighted 21 toys that PIRG 
said had small pieces children could choke on, 
sharp edges that could cut them or long cords that 
could strangle them. 

Some of the toys on PIRG’s list had no labels 


warning parents about choking hazards. The 1994 
Child Safety Protection Act requires choking haz- 
ard warning labels on all toys made after 1995 that 
contain small parts and are intended for children 
ages 3 to 6. Some of the toys were made in foreign 
countries and their manufacturer was not listed. 

PIRG sent a copy of the study to the government’s 
Consumer Product Safety Commission, which works 
to keep unsafe toys off the shelves, Shields said. 

Kathleen Begala, CPSC’s director of public 
affairs, said the commission’s compliance office 
was “going to take a look at everything” on the list. 

The commission received 21 reports of toy-related 
deaths in 1995, and 19 of the victims were under 
five years of age. Choking was reported in 12 of the 
deaths. 

At a news conference Tuesday, Shields demon- 
strated how some of the toys on the list could hurt 
children. 

She wrapped the 27-inch pull cord attached to 


Fisher Price’s Little Snoopy toy around her héck, 
illustrating, she said, how a child could easily choke 
himself. No laws regulate cords on toys, she said. 

Fisher Price spokeswoman Laurie Strong, said 
Fisher Price has been making the pull toy fpr 30 
years and has never had a report of a serious fie 

“Safety is of utmost concern to us,” she;said, 
adding that the toy complies with all federal and 
industry standards for pull toys. She called it “just 
amazing” that the toy would be on the list. BS 

Before purchasing a toy for a child, Shields rec- 
ommends parents ask themselves several questions: 

¢ Does the child put things in his or her mouth? ~ 

¢ Is the child old enough for the toy? 

¢ What is the child going to do with the toy? 

¢ Can it be used in an unsafe manner? 

Parents should also remember to supervise, their 
children while they are playing and realize that toys 
that pass all existing regulatory safety tests may still 
pose hazards, PIRG said.

‘: Hanns Leske, a Schoeneberg politician who champions the renaming plan, said 
the complaints were “mostly from older citizens who still have a very concrete 
image of Dietrich” — namely, of her in a U.S. Army uniform, entertaining 
American troops during the war.

Expert to make Olympics ecologically safe 


SALT LAKE CITY — Diane Conrad’s knowledge of environmental issues 
and skill in forging compromises will be put to the test as she takes on the 
duti¢s of environmental specialist for the Salt Lake Organizing Committee. 

Conrad is supposed to ensure that preparations for the 2002 Winter Olympics 
are ecologically sensitive. 

Questions about SLOC’s sensitivity already have been raised over the com- 
mittee’s promotion of a land exchange for Snowbasin Ski Area, site of the 
Olympic downhill race, and its interest in developing a cross-country skiing 
and biathlon course upstream from Little Dell Reservoir. 

Enyironmental groups unsuccessfully opposed the land swap. Some may bat- 
tle plans for a permanent cross-country facility they believe would damage 
waisr quality and wildlife habitat. 

“Environmental groups often have very important things to offer, and it’s 
really important that they be included ... I always try to find a middle ground 
between the interests of development and the interests of environmentalists. 
Both have a place,” Conrad said. 

SLOC officials say hiring Conrad five years prior to the Games shows their 
concern for environmental issues. 


Mental exam for man cited in temple break-in 


ST. GEORGE — The man accused of breaking into the St. George Temple 
Nov; 10 will undergo a psychiatric evaluation. 

Lee Mackelprang, 37, of St. George, waived his preliminary hearing Friday 
afternoon and will be examined to determine if he is fit to stand trial. 

Mackelprang is accused of breaking a 3-foot-by-3-foot hole in the temple’s 
northeast door and crawling inside after he was denied admission. 
Mackelprang was arrested after St. George police officer Mike Empey dis- 
armed him of a small knife in the temple. 

He was charged with criminal mischief, a third-degree felony, criminal tres- 
jpass and interference with an arresting officer, both class B misdemeanors. 
The cireumstances of the alleged crime “kind of raise a flag” indicating a 
‘ental evaluation may be necessary, county prosecutor Eric Ludlow said at 
Mackelprang’s first court appearance.

Deborah Lorenz, spokeswoman for 
EG&G at the company’s headquarters 
in Wellesley, Mass., said the company 
does not comment on personnel issue 
and would not say whether the ex- 
employee was fired or quit. His name 
was not revealed. 

Steve Erickson, a member of the 
state’s citizen advisory committee on 
chemical weapons demilitarization, 
said the investigation seems an appro- 
priate response. 

“We would expect that they would 
share any information that they are 
finding with the citizen’s advisory 
commission,” he said. 

That group would also like to evalu- 
ate any concerns, Erickson said. 

Between the plant’s Aug. 22 startup 
and Noy. 21, the incinerator burned 
6,688 M-58 rockets that were origi- 
nally filled with GB nerve agent.

Wade Douglas, manager of the 
Barnes & Noble store, 330 East 1300 
South, in Orem, hopes that people 
who read the newsletter will begin to 
take an active part in increasing Jitera- 
cy levels in the community. 

“The Events Newsletter lists all the 
activities that we have at the store. We 
have book signings, readings, story- 
telling times for the kids and work- 
shops. These events are put on to ben- 
efit the community,” Douglas said. 

Opening their doors in February of 
1995, Barnes & Noble has vigorously 
sought to turn people on to reading. 

“We have a community relations 
coordinator and her job is to reach out 
to the community and provide events 
for children and adults to increase lit- 
eracy. All these events are free,” 
Douglas said. 

In addition to promoting literacy, 
Barnes & Noble actively seeks to sup- 
port Utah authors as well as writers 


. nation-wide. 


“Some people will come to us to 
promote their book and be part of the 
events. Or we wili have a publisher 
call us saying that the author has 
requested to come to our store,” 
Douglas said. 

For the most part Barnes & Noble 
will try to accommodate the requests 
of all authors; the famous and 
unknown both get the opportunity to 
promote their wares. 

“We don’t shy anyone away if they 
want to do a reading or book signing.

The university halls were quiet but 
not empty. Ashen-faced law school 
hopefuls, clutching tickets and bundles 
of sharpened No. 2 pencils, stood in 
slow-moving lines. 

It was Saturday, the day of the Law 
School Admissions Test, and 188 test 
takers at Northwestern University were 
about to seal their law school fates 
with patterns on an answer sheet. 

They looked nervous. 

“For two months, I basically locked 
myself in my apartment just studying,” 
says Andrew Kirsh, a senior studying 
political science. 

Twenty-two-year-old Christine 
Billjetina has invested more than time. 

Aside from the $85 she spent on her 
test ticket, Billjetina said she has spent 
nearly $500 on preparation materials 
— books, computer software and a 
university prep course. Billjetina is 
registered for the December LSAT — 
another $85 ticket. 

The rigorous exam primarily consists 
of four multiple-choice sections — 
reading comprehension, analytical rea- 
soning and two logical reasoning sec- 
tions. There is also a fifth, ungraded set 
of multiple-choice questions, which 
does not affect the LSAT score. It’s for 
research only. But test takers stress 


over the extra section as well, since 

they are not told which one it is. 
Nearly all law schools require the 

test, and the top schools weigh it heav- 


ily against grade point average. Each 


school creates a formula which com- 
bines the standardized GPA with the 
LSAT score. Although the law school 
sets its own weight system, the Law 
School Data Assembly Service does 
the actual standardization and then 


sends the results to the school. But uni- _ 


versities don’t pay LSDAS for the ser- 
vice. Law school applicants foot the 
bill — another $82. 

For more than 17 years, Eirik 
Johnson, 36, has made a living teach- 
ing people how to do well on the 
LSAT. He works for Kaplan 
Educational Centers, a company which 
offers various test prep courses. 

Why do his students worry so much 
about this test? “Their entire future 
depends on four hours,” he said. 

Johnson said the LSAT has “totally 
unrealistic expectations.” The test 
deliberately penalizes people for think- 
ing the way they have been taught to 
think, he said. 

“As an undergraduate, if you pay 
close attention to facts, you do well. If 
you do that on the LSAT, you die. On 
the LSAT it’s important to learn which 
handful of things to pay attention to 
and ignore the rest.” 


Palestinian renovations 
surround Jewish settlers

HEBRON, West Bank — The clink 
of hammers and rumble of cement 
mixers signals the opening of a new 
front in the Palestinians’ battle for 
Hebron. 

Encouraged by Yasser Arafat’s 
government, they are renovating 
dozens of crumbling and abandoned 
stone buildings in the heart of 
Hebron, especially those surround- 
ing the tiny Jewish settler communi- 
ty. 

“We want to prove that the old city 
is Palestinian and not Jewish,” said 
Khaled Qawasmeh, chief engineer 
of the Hebron Rehabilitation 
Committee. 

The committee was formed three 
months ago, just as it seemed 
Israel’s long-delayed troop with- 
drawal from most of the city was 
about to happen. The pullout is still 
on hold, but the renovation effort is 
well under way. 

Many of the buildings were aban- 
doned during the Palestinian upris- 
ing of 1987-93. Today, with an 
Israeli government sympathetic to 
settlement expansion, Palestinians 
say leaving the buildings empty is 
inviting trouble. 

“If these homes stay empty, then it 
will be easy for the settlers to come 
here and move in,” said Wisam 
Muhtaseb, -a Palestinian resident of 
the old city. “The Palestinians have 
to return back to live in their hous-

Hebron’s old city spreads out from 
the 2,000-year-old Tomb of the 
Patriarchs, a holy site for both 
Muslims and Jews. These days, con- 
struction dust clogs the air and 
workers crowd the narrow streets, 
lugging stacks of tiles and pushing 
wheelbarrows heaped with crushed 
stone. Scaffolding covers many 
buildings. 

The committee, with money donat- 
ed primarily by Saudi Arabia, is ren- 
ovating more than 30 homes and 
stores in the city’s center. Priority 
goes to buildings near the com- 
pounds where Hebron’s 500 Jewish 
settlers and Yeshiva students live. 

The committee’s leader, 
Palestinian Authority Transportation 
Minister Ali Qawasmeh, says he 
hopes as many as 4,000 to 5,000 
Hebronites will come back to live in 
the city center — even though it 
will remain under Israeli control for 
the time being because of the set- 
tlers’ presence. 

The construction has infuriated 
settlers, who are still waiting for 
authorization from the government 
to expand their own enclaves. Piles 
of cement blocks and 2-by-4s sit 
ready in the Avraham Avinu settler 
compound so that construction can 
begin as soon as the permission is 
granted. 

“This is an initiation of the PLO to 
bring in thousands of people to sur- 
round the Jewish quarters,” settler 
leader Noam Arnon said, suggesting 
that increasing the number of 
Palestinians near the settlements 
could endanger the Jewish residents. 

As part of their campaign in the 
old city, Palestinian officials run 
daily tours for Palestinian school- 
children — reminiscent of the buses 
of Israeli children brought in to see 
Hebron’s Jewish sights. 

Among the stops on the tour: a 
long-abandoned Turkish bath, its 
cavernous domed building filled 
with workers. The building, owned 
by Islamic religious authorities, is 
being turned into a museum. 


Johnson has seen his share of 
stressed-out students. One student had 
finished taking the LSAT and felt great 
about his performance. He got into his 
car to go home and after a couple of 
minutes found himself back at the uni- 
versity. Not only had he driven in a cir- 
cle, he realized he had gone against 
traffic on four different one-way 
streets. He immediately called Johnson 
and asked, “Do you think I should can- 
cel my score? I think I’ve totally 


freaked.”

SALT LAKE CITY — When Jill 
Marshall was an undergraduate at 
Stanford nearly 20 years ago, her 
adviser told her she shouldn’t major 
in physics and asked her why she 
wanted to have a career. 

“My jaw just dropped. I never went 
back to him. I went without an advis- 
er,” said Marshall, an assistant profes- 
sor of physics at Utah State 
University. 

Now Marshall-is using a $61,040 
National Science Foundation grant to 
develop a gender- 
neutral physics 
course and work-

examples in physics courses often 
emphasize male-oriented things like 
heavy machinery, car engines, sports 
and “lots of bullets, guns and can- 
nons.”
